IN THE CLAIMS: 

Kindly amend the claims on file as follows; 
claim 1: 

A method for collecting vehicular related fees wherein: 
one or more I.D. code identifiers are placed on a vehicle, said identifiers 
corresponding to a series of unique characteristics associatedAvith a vehicle and one or 
more desired set of data, wherein each identifier may be identified for data retrieval, 
recording, and storaging when positioned in proximity to an ID. reader, wherein said ID. 
readers may be aligned to track a variety of information relative to the existence of one or 
more identifiers wherein said ID. reader include the collection of desired data relative to 
the proximity of said identifiers to said LD. reader; wherein said ID. readers are on a 
manned scooter.
